BARKER WANTS $1,500,000 
FINES IN INSURANCE CASES 


Attorney-General Says He Won't 
Drop Suit Even Though 
Business Is Resumed. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 21.—At- 
*orney-Genéral’ Barker, upon his re- 
turn from the East today, says he 
has ho intention of dismissing his 
quo warrantc proceedings against the 
foreign fire insurance companies, 
even though they resume business, 
as Gov. Major believes they will. 

The Attorney-General said he will 
begin the taking of testimony about 
Aug. 10 and hopes to introduce his 
evidence in support of his petitions 
by Oct. 1. 

“The subject of dismissal is one 
for the Supreme Court,” said Barker. 
“The, court now has this case under 
consideration. It held in its recent 
opinion that if the companies had 
done the things I charged, they had 
violated the anti-trust laws of Mis- 
gourl. 

“That they did agree to quit in a 
concerted movement is admitted, and 
Ithey consequently have no defense. 
“This leaves the court free to as- 
sess fines and I expect to collect from 
the companies not less than $1,500,- 
000. : 

“I could institute criminal proceed- 
ings against those participating in 
the Pittsburg and Philadelphia meet- 
ings and could also collect a penalty 
of $5000 from each of these insurance 
companies during the past five years 
because of their anti-trust affidavits 
filed with the Secretary of State.”

dishes and utensils used be immersed 
daily in boiling water, and directed that 
the old system of washing them in 
warm dishwater be dispensed with. I'he 
warm water as customarily used is at 
about the right temperature to make 
the dishes good incubators for the tiis- 
sease, he said. | 

A Cesspool near the building was or- 
dered filled up, and a pile of manure 
was ordered removed by Dr. Woodruff, 
and the entire building and premises 
are being fumigated and sprayed t» pre- 
vent further infection. 

Many of the present cases of typhold 
could have been prevented, according to 
Dr. Woodruff if the fever had been 
recognized and reported at once bys Dr, 
B. J. Ludwig, phyician in charge ot the 
institution. He said the delay in the 
report of actual conditions resulted in 
the rapid spread of the disease. 

Diagnosis Uncertain, He Says. 

Dr. Ludwig said that he reported the 
epidemic as soon as he was positive 
that the ailment was typhoid fever. He 
said that a positive diagnosis of ty- 
phoid cannot be made in less than sev- 
en to 10: days after it develops, Before 
that time, he said, it is similar to mala- 
ria or intermittent fever. 

Before he made the positive diagnosis, 
he said, four patients had died. Ths 
first two children had become overheat- 
ed while working in the laundry, he 
said, and their death was not attrib- 
uted to typhoid. The next two were 
diagnosed as typhoid, he asserted, but 
other complications made the diagnosis 
doubtful until positive cultures were 
taken. 

Dr. Ludwig said he does not believe 
Katie Fisher is a carrier of the germs, 
and that, in his opinion, the disease was 
brought in from the outside by some of 
the inmates,

Sunday, July 13, she testified, Gibson

Mrs. St. Hilaire. Saturday night, when 
she was alone with Mrs. Fannie Sitzi, 
an invalid, in the next room, Gibson 
called and asked her to start her phono- 
graph. He asked, she said, for ‘‘Heart 
Throbs,’’ saying that was the favorite 
music of “Fair One,’’ as he called his 
dead wife. 

After a few bars of the music, she 
said, he fell to the floor. She and Mrs. 
Sitzl believed his condition was due to 
drink, as he had brought beer into the 
house with him, and had apparenfly 
been drinking before his arrival. She 
placed a pillow under his head, and 
stayed up all night, hoping he would re- 
cover sufficiently to leave. At 4 a. m. 
she found it impossible to arouse him, 
and at 5 she telephoned for Dr. Babler, 
who said:he had been dead some time. 

Hinted at Suicide at Grave. 

When asked if he had ever hinted at 
suicide, Mrs. Smith said that, at his 
wife’s grave in El Paso, he remarked 
in her hearing, “Well, Fair One, I'll 
be with you some day soon.” 

Mrs. St. Hilaire, who is a hair dress- 
er, was at Ferguson, with her father 
over Sunday. Heidrick testified that 
Gibson had explained his action in 
leaving his ring with' Mrs. Smith by 
saying: “St. Louig is a tough place, and 
I might be knecked in the head.” 

He added that he probably would 
need to pawn the ring to help him 
get to Denver, where he had planned to 
go for his health.

votes and come into the Senate with 
the backing of influential members of 
both political parties. 

It became known definitely today’ that 
the proposal does not bind the United 
“States to any obligation for the out- 
standing debts of Nicaragua. The re- 
habilitation of the republic’s finances is 
expected to come about through the sta- 
bility that would be given to future op;- 
erations through the control to be ex- 
ercised by the United States. 


U. 8. Could Intervene... 
Nicaragua would agree to make no 


debts in excess of her current resources, 
however, and the United States would 
be given the right to intervene with 
troops at any time to insure Nicara- 
gua’s independence or to protect life 
and property, Nicaragua would agree 
to make no foreign treaties that would 
threaten her independence, and _ the 
United States would pay Nicaragua $3,- 
000,000 for an exclusive right to build 
a canal route and for a naval base in 
the Bay of Fonseca. 

“"The proposed control by the United 
States over the financial operations of 
Nicaragua is virtually an enforcement 
ef the Monroe doctrine in advance” 
said one member of the Senate Foreiga 
Relations Committee today. Senator 
Hitchcock, Sutherland, Mark Smith, 
O’Gorman and Stone expressed approval 
of the general principles of the propo- 
sal, 

Chairman Bacon of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who was strongly op- 
posed to the original Nicaraguan 
treaty, said he believed the new pro- 
posal by Secretary Bryan greatly 
changed the situation and entitled the 
treaty “to the most careful considera- 
tion.”’ 


Moral Obligation on U. §. 
The pronosed treaty will be attacked 


in some quarters on the ground that 
jt would put a moral obligation on the 
Inited States to, see that Nicaragua 
refunds and repays her old debts, even 
though the treaty does not make this 
country directly responsible for them. 

Whatever the actual result may be, 
the underlying purpose of the admin- 
istration in framing the agreement with 
Nicaragua was to obtain the concession 
for a canal route and the extension of 
the Platt amendment was merely an in- 
cident in the minds of the negotiators. 
This was developed in the course of a 
conversation between the President and 
the White House correspondents today. 

In the administration view the scope 
of the plan was not intended to be laid 
down as a general policy for all’ Central 
American countries, but the affairs of 
the little republics are to be, dealt with 
separately as they may require atten- 
tion. 

The attitude of the administration, it 
was said, is one of extreme friendliness 
and there is no disposition to force 
upon them any such: plan unless it's 
thoroughly acceptable, The administra- 
tion knows nothing of the attitudes of 
the Governments of Costa Rica and Sa'- 
yador, as no representations have yet 


been made.

It became known definitely today’ that 
the proposal does not bind the United 
“States to any obligation for the out- 
standing debis of Nicaragua. The re- 
habilitation of the republic’s finances Is 
expected to come about through the sta- 
bility that would be given to future op- 
erations through the control to be ex- 
ercised by the United States. 


U. 8S. Could Intervene. 
Nicaragua would agree to make no 


debts in excess of her current resources, 
however, and the United States would 
be given the right to intervene with 
troops at any time to insure Nicara- 
gua’s independence or to protect lite 
and property, Nicaragua would agree 
to make no foreign treaties that would 
threaten her independence, and _ the 
United States would pay Nicaragua §$3,- 
000,000 for an exclusive right to build 
a canal route and for a naval base in 
the Bay of Fonseca. 

“The proposed control by the United 
States over the financial operations of 
Nicaragua is virtually an enforcement 
ef the Monroe doctrine in advance” 
said one member of the Senate Foreiga 
Relations Committee today. Senator 
Hitchcock, Sutherland, Mark Smith, 
O’Gorman and Stone expressed approval 
of the general principles of the propo- 
sal. 

Chairman Bacon of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, who was strongly op- 
posed to the original Nicaraguan 
treaty, said he believed the new pro- 
posal by Secretary Bryan greatly 
changed the situation and entitled the 
treaty “‘to the most careful considera- 
tion.”’ 


Moral Obligation on U. 
The provosed treaty will be a 


in some quarters on the ground that 
it would put a moral obligation on the 
Iinited States to, see that Nicaragua 
refunds and repays her old debts, even 
though the treaty does not make this 
country directly responsible for them. 

Whatever the actual result may be, 
the underlying purpose of the admin- 
istration in framing the agreement with 
Nicaragua was to obtain the concession 
for a canal route and the extension of 
the Platt amendment was merely an in- 
cident in the minds of the negotiators. 
This was developed in the course of a 
conversation between the President and 
the White House correspondents today. 

In the administration view the scope 
of the plan was not intended to be laid 
down as a general policy for all’ Central 
American countries, but the affairs of 
the little republics are to be. dealt with 
separately as they may require atten- 
tion. 

The attitude of the administration, it 
was said, is one of extreme friendliness 
and there is no disposition to force 
upon them any such: plan unless it's 
thoroughly acceptable. The administra- 
tion knows nothing of the attitudes of 
the Governments of Costa Rica and Sa'- 
vador, as no representations have yet 


been made.

TURK RECAPTURE 
ADRIANOPLE AFTER 
SHORT CONFLICT 


Bulgaria Loses Stronghold and 
Is Reported to Have Accepted 
Peace Terms. 


By Associated Press. 
BUCHAREST, Rumania, July 2L—It is 


officially confirmed here that Bulgaria 
| has accepted the conditions laid down 


by; Rumania, and also has agreed to the 
terms of peace with Servia and Greece. 


ROME, July 21. (Monday), 6 a. m.—A 
dispatch from Sofia, Bulgaria, dated 


Sunday, reports: 
‘The Turks have entered Adrianople 


after a short conflict with the small 
Bulgarian defending force. 

“The Bashibazouks are burning, pil- 
laging and committing atrocities. 

“Roumanian troops are advancing in 
an easterly direction, threatening East- 
ern Roumelia. 

“The events of the last few days in- 
dicate a. complete collapse of the au- 
thority of Europe.” 


Crisis Approaches as Rumanian 
Troops Near Sofia. 

LONDON, July 21.—A Sofia dispatch to 
the Daily Mail, timed Sunday 6:30 p. m., 
says: “The crisis has arrived. Thirty 
thousand Rumanian troops advancing on 
Sofia have already reached Orchanije, 
about 27 miles northeast of Sofia, and 
Etropole, about 38 miles northeast. En- 
ver Bey, at the head of a Turkish cav- 
alry force, has arrived at Adrianople. 
The Bulgarian garrison of two battal- 
ions has received orders not to resist the 
Turks.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent 
at Demirihirsar, wiring Saturday, re- 
ports: ‘“‘Seres, a town of some 50,000 in- 
habitants, and all the- countryside for 
miles and miles is a reeking shambles. 
It is Nigrita multiplied a hundredfold 
in every item of horror and bestiality. 
It is quite impossible to exaggerate 
either the number of victims or the va- 
riety and barbarity of their deaths. Not 
only was the town devastated and the 
inhabitants butchered, but the country- 
side for a score of miles has been practi- 
cally wiped out. 

“My inquiries in the villages of the 
district lead me to believe that during 
the last three months about 60,000 hu- 
man beings have been done to death, of 
whom the vast majority were Turks.”

U.S. LAUNCH SINKS 
MOTOR BOAT AND. 
MAN IS DROWNED 


Men Looking for Violations of 
Lighting Regulations Ram 
Granite .City Craft. 

The United States revenue launch Me- 
teor, when cruising on the Mississippi 
River Sunday night in search for yachts 
that did not exhibit the proper lights, 
rammed a motor boat when its own pilot 

made an errer about a light. 

The motor boat, the Battler, was sunk; 
its owner, William Shelton, 30 years old, 
of Granite City, was drowned, and its 
four passengers were rescued with dif- 
ficulty. 

An investigation was under way Mon- 
day to determine the responsibility for 
the error and whether the accident 
might reasonably have been avoidable. 


Boat Hurrying to Wharf. 
The party in the Battler was return- 


jing from a fishing trip: Besides Shel- 


ton, Fred Eggley, his 10-year-old son, 
Fred Jr., George Herman and Edward 
Blair, all of Granite City, were in the 
motor boat. Mose Homeyer, also of 
Granite City, had been in the party, 
tut had left it at a fishing station a 
few miles up the river. 

The Battler was headed toward a 
wharf in Venice below the McKinley 
tridge. It was showing the proper 
I‘ghts, acoording to the survivors, and 
yras churning along rapidly, because the 
men in it had been out longer than they 
had expected to be 

The Meteor was going up the river. 
Archibald Broadhead, deputy Surveyor 
of Customs, was in charge of it. Samuel 
Beacher was its pilot and it was carry- 
ing six passengers. 

Shoves Boat to the Right. 

The Meteor was almost under the 
bridge, when Beacher saw a green light 
According to one version, he mistook it 
for a bridge pier light and, according to 
another, mistook it for the light of a 
boat going down stream. He shoved the 
Meteor’s nose sharply to the right. 

The launch crashed into the Battler 
towards the stern, shattering the after 
quarter of the boat and throwing its 
occupants into the river. Almost before 
the men fm the revenue craft knew what 
had happened, the eries of the imperiled 
men came to them from all sides. Life 
savers were thrown toward the dark 
forms struggling in the water. 

Shelton, it is believed, sank instantly, 
probably stunned at the wheel by the 
shock of the collision. The Battler was 
full of fishing tackle and this kept it 
afloat a short time. 

Young Eggley was entangled in the 
tackle, but was rescued by his father 
after a hard but brief struggie. Her- 
man and Blair caught life preservers. 
When Beacher tried to back the Meteor 
to rescue them, he found the propeller 
had caught a rope and was tmmovable. 
He sprang into the river, dived under 
the boat and succeeded in freeing it. 
After that the survivers were picked up 
quickly. 

It was not until after the four were 
aboard that Shelton’s absence was no- 
ticed. The Meteor cruised about for 
some time searching for him, but final- 
ly gave it up. 

When the news of Shelton’s death was 
taken to his widow at his home, it 
found the family partly prepared for 
something of the kind. Shelton had 
promised to telephone to his wife three 
hours before the accident happened, but 
forgot to do so. She was worried and 
had called relatives to her home in the 
fear something had happened to her 
husband. 

Members of the family, who learned 
the truth first, called in a physician be- 
fore they told her. Their foresight was 
justified when she collapsed and the 
nhysician’s services were required.

“NTN GUARDS NE 
AT THE VATICAN 
DEMAND WINE 


They Also Demur at Climbing 
Roofs to Repulse Imaginary 
Attacks. 


ROME, July 21.—The mutinous Swiss. 


guardsmen at the Vatican today pre- 
sented to Cardinal Merry Del Val, papal 
secretary of state, a memorial relating 
their grievances and the conditions on 
which they are disposed to remain in the 
service. The conditions are: 

1—The dismissal of the commander of 
the Swiss guards. ‘ 

2—An increase in Swiss guards ef 
80 to 100. 

§—The commander and all officers to 
be chosen from among themselves. 

4—The abolition of the prohibition 
against the guards frequenting stores on 
the right bank of the Tiber and the 
granting of permission to frequent wine 
shops. 

5.—A return to the original system of 
military instruction with the g*lition 
of bayonet drill, target sit*ct‘ug and the 
climbing of roofs to protect the Vatican 
from imaginary; assaults. 

6.—No_ punishment to be inflicted in 
copnet.ion with the present agitation. 

Cardinal Merry del Val afterward con- 
ferred for a long time with the Pope in 
an endeavor to find a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the incident, 

The Swiss guard at the Vatican has 
existed since 1505, when"it was formed by 
Pope Julius II.. The men are recruited 
from the Swiss Cantons of Zurich and 
Lucerne and they enlist for five years. 
They must be at least six feet in height 
and all of them belong to families in 
which it has hecome a hereditary. cus- 
tom to serve at the Vatican.

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NEW POSTOFFICE 
INSPERTOR HAS. 
RECORD OF SUCCESS 


“Bill”? Reid _Assumes St. Louis 
Position, Gets Scores of 
Congratulations. 


William L. Reid, who prefers to be 
Called “Bill,” inspected many letters 
Monday in his- new capacity as Post- 
office Inspector in charge in St. Louis. 
Most of them were letters from friends 
throughout the State who had written 


to congratulate him on his appointment. 

Reid formerly was a Missouri editor, 
but he left the newspaper business to 
enter the postal service 19 years ago. 

While ‘editing the Monroe City News 
Reid found time to study law. It was 
in 1893 that he took up his duties as a 
field inspector, having been appointed 
upon the recommendation of the now 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General, A. 
M, Pockery, who was then in Congress. 
Most of his work since then has been 
in St. Louis. For a time he worked :n 
Arkansas and Alabama. 

In the last 12 years Reid has had much 
success in handling tases of those 
charged with devising schemes to de- 
fraud. His law reading helped him con- 
siderably in the compiling of this class 
of evidence, as well as to determine the 
value of evidence in its bearing on these 
cases. 

Handled Coudrey Cases. 

One of Reid’s recent cases was the 
indictment and conviction of former 
Congressman Harry M.. Coudrey and 
Harry B. Gardner, promoters of the 
twin insurance companies, for using the 
mails to defraud. Coudrey and Gard- 
ner were sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary. Their cases have been ap- 
pealed to the United States—Circuil 
Court of Appeals. 

During his 19 years of service Reid 
has handled many celebrated vases. @ne 
of the most_ important was the reveal- 
ing of a fraud in the sale of postoffice 
sites. In 1904 and 1905, with Inspector 
Bunsen, he was detailed to ferret ovt 
the site fraud. They were assigned to 
the case at the request of Judge D. P. 
Dyer, then serving as United Stetes 
District Attorney. They ascertaired 
that a representative of the Treasury 
Lepartment was going about the coun- 
‘try with a confederate inspecting pros- 
pective sites. Later the confederate 
woujg approach the owner of the most 
available site, tell him for a fee his 
property would be recommended, which 
it would be in ‘any event, because the 
Treasury Department representative wis 
detailed for that purpose, and in this 
Way several handsome fees are said to 
have been solicited. There was nw won- 
viction in this case, but District Attor- 
ney Dyer took occasion to compliment 
Inspectors Reid and Bunsen very highly 
for the way they compiled the evidence 
for the trial of the case.

We conquered Cuba in order ‘to liberate it and 
exacted certain promises from its people in re- 
turn. We buy Nicaragua with’ no guarantee that 
‘it will keep its word or that at some future time 
we shall not have to fight for our purchase. Its 
Government is weak and desperate. The people 
are unstable. Their promises and our $3,000,000 
will’ probably run out together. 

The dollar diplomacy of the Taft administra- 
tion contemplated some such bargain as this, with 
various American bankers as the middlemen. In 
that case private money would have been ad- 
vanced and the army and navy would have pur- 
sued the cash as collectors. As the new arrange- 
ment is national and personal, it has some ad- 
vantages, but the responsibilities are the same. 
To the extent that they involve us in a policy 
of hostility to all new plans for connecting the 
oceans, they are infinitely greater. 

This treaty means more than the Monroe Doc- 
It méans more than friendliness and heip- 
fulness in Central and South America. It means 
that with our war canal at’ Panama we defy the 
earth, hold all other great nations under suspi- 
cion and stand ready with money, if not with 
armaments, to control the weak states of Latin 
America, possibly against their own 
We irritate both hemispheres.

Towards the end of the session of the Forty- 
Seventh General Assembly, when the introduction 
of new bills was futile, Representative Kennedy

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri as follows:

The final edition of the Post-Dispatch Friday 
afternoon contained a paragraph in the report 
from the Weather, Bureau, which reads as follows: 
_ Forecaster Hays said Friday afternoon the hot 

wave will continue unabated at least for tomorrow ~ 

and possibly until Sunday. 

Its cause, he explained, is the existence of an 
atmospherio pressure to the south and southwest 
higher than that to the north. In attempting to 
Kain an equilibrium the atmosphere is pouring a 
flood of torrid air from Oklahoma and Texas toward . 
the north. These conditions will continue, he said, 
until an atmosphere balance is reached. 

This is the’ most \remarkable averment—the 
writer contends—that ever emanated from a man 
posing as a physical scientist. Anyone familiar 
with the laws of aerostatics knows that where 
varying conditions as to atmospheric density pre- 
vail the equilibrium is restored, not by the rari- 
fied (heated). air rushing into the denser and 
colder air, but just the opposite. It is not the 
measure of heat, but the measure of density that 
determines atmospheric currents. This density is 
determined by the measure of heat that prevails 
with.the atmosphere of certaim localities. A nat- 
ural consequence of which is the rush of the 
colder air into the warmer atmosphere and in this 
way the,equilibrium is restored. By virtue of 
the lower temperature that prevails in Cleveland 
and Chicago, Saturday morning, the writer pre- 
dicts, will find the thermometer registering 10 
han this morning.

Some day, when St. Louis tires of 
having her harbor sullied ‘by the Mis- 
souri River, that muddy stream will De 
turned into the Mississippi through an 
artificial channel back of the city, and 
made. to come out where it will not do 
so much harm. 
The Mississippi River above the Mis- 
souri is a. very. big and beautiful river. 
That it should be robbed of its charm 
just before it flows past the largest city 
on its banks is. a pity. Maybe Col. 
Goethals will come up some time and 
tell us what can be done. It is Hkely 
that the undertaking would not be so 
great as we may imagine. There are 
valleys back of the city through .which 
the Missouri, with some assistance by 
engineers, could probably run, and we 
would be well rid of it, even at the cost 
of some millions of dollars.

Instead of the murky 
flood whieh pours under the bridges 
even at this season of the year, when 
the river ought to be comparatively 
clear,’ we should have a bright and at- 
tractive show of water like that which 
makes the harbors of all the cities on 
the Upper Mississippi so beautiful.

31.—Umbrellas. 


HE center rod of an umbrella is 
the starting point in its manu- 
facture. The hand spring that 
is pressed on opening the um- 

brella and the top spring that keeps it 

open are the first things to be adjusted 

The grooves that are cut on the stick 

for these two'‘springs have to be in 

exact position or the umbrella will not 
work properly. 

Some umbrellas have seven, some 
eight ribs; and in these days of the 
fancy umbrella manufacturers are try- 
ing a smaller number, to make odd 
shapes. Halfway down each rib a 
small rib, called a “stretcher,” is joint- 
ed. These are gathered together at the 
center rod and fastened to a metal cuff

sufficiently loose to slide up and down: 


the rod freely. 

Then the triangles of silk or cotton, 
to the number of ribs there are, ars 
stitched together. This cover is sewed 
to the tips of the ribs where there are

Good as “In.”

HAT the popularity of a baseball 
is hero is transitory was indicated 
when the management of the 
Boston Red Sox let out “Jake’’ Stah! 
who had brought the first world’s 
championship to Boston since 1903. It 
is true that the Red Sox had not been 
playing the kind of baseball this sea- 
son they showed last year; but I do not 


it. | 
Last fall the fans of Boston gave 
‘Jake’ an automobile as a token of 
appreciation. This summer the man- 
agement gave him the gate in the mid- 
dle of the race. Such is the contrast. 
It is not up to me to dive into the 
merits of the case. There can be no 
doubt of one thing. The passing of 
Stahl as the manager of Boston is go- 
ing to hurt the team’s chances @f fin- 
ishing well, this year. 

With Stahl at the helm, the Red 
Sox, in my opinion, still had a chance 
to catch the Athletics, a very outside 
chance, of course, dépending on a 
slump on the part of Mack’s team. 
The Philadelphia Americans haye threat- 
ened to slump, once or ‘twice on this 
last Western trip. They have hesitated 
more in their victorious progress than 
formerly. With his pitching staff go- 
ing right, Stahl might have closed up 
on the Athletics. 


Will the Athletics Slump? 


That was the only chances the Red 
Sox had, and, for that matter, it fs the 
only opportunity any othef team in the 
American League has now to beat the 
Athletics. : 

When a club switches leaders in the 
middle of the race, the new boss is up 
against a tough job, especially if he has 
risen from the ranks, as Carrigan has. 
‘First, he must assert his authority and 
make it stick, whichis often difficult, 
and then he must be careful not to 
create cliques on the team.
